Hungary is nominally a con- 
quered country, yet the Allies have 
placed themselves in the position of 
feeling obliged to make overtures to 
its population on the chance that the 
promise of full stomachs will cause 
them to rise and install a central 
authority that will live up the terms 
of the armistice which Austria-Hun- 
gary waa forced to accept last No- 
vern ber. 

Behind the mollifying course of 
the supreme council at Paris which 
is acting for the Allied governments 
lies concern ever the menace of 
Bolshevism. 

Bela Kun, who was closely asso- 
ciated with Lenine in Russia, is 
thoroughly imbued with Bolshevist 
notions and has sought to put them 
into effect in Hungary. He is in 
constant communication with Lenine 
and his policy has indicated its be 
ing directed from Miscow. . 


CAUSE OF CONCERN. 


The present concern of the Allies 
over the Hungarian eituation arises 
| argely from. the 

tion of Bela Kun to bring about a 
coalition between all the Bolshevist 
forces in Eastern and Southeastern 
Europe. In beginning his offensive 
against Rumania—an Allied nation 
—he appealed both to Bulgaria and 
Russia to join Hungary with the 
purpose of amalgamating all 
shevist elements in these countries. 
They proposed the application of the 
principle of internationalism which 
furnishes a menace to the security 
of the whole of Europe. It. may be 
the foundation of a condition that 
will again upset the equilibrium of 
the world. 

Marshal Foch is entirely out of 
harmony with the supreme council 
in the opinion as to how the situa- 
tion should be handled. His idea of 
success of restoring order in 
Hungary and re-establishing Allied 
prestige is the use of strong methods 
—tin other words a resort to force 
instead of sending wireless mes- 
sages into the air in the hope that 
they will be spread among the Hun- 
garian people and cause a revolt 
against the Bela Kun regime. 

The only encouraging aspect of 
this state of affairs in Hungary is 
that Bela Kun controls a compara- 
tively smal] portion of the country. 
His authority extends over Buda- 
pest, where his government has its 
seat, and a limited surrounding area.

THE IRISH WHITE HOUSE. 


The Irish’ White House is an old 
building at 6 Harcourt street, which 
was the residence of Cardinal New- 
man during his ministry in Dublin, 
It bears many traces of past glories, 
it woefully bare and delapi- 
dated today. . 

I found the acting President in. 
a back room on the second floor, 
scantily furnished with a bare wood- 
en table and a couple of chairs. This 
is the editorial sanctum of Nation- 
ality, a Sinn Fein organ of which 
Mr. Griffith is editor. Usdoubtediy 
Mr. Griffith ts a clever man, but he 
seems to be a man obsessed with 
his own cleverness and more anxious 
to display it than to accomplish 
actual progress. To his mind words 
are more important than deeds. 
Let me not be understood as 
impugning in any way his patri- 
otism. I believe he ts a thoroughiy 
patriotic Irishman and doing what. 
he thinks best for his country. His 
judgment, not his heart, is at fault.

LONDON, ‘July 28.—Economy and

Summon American Minister from Peking; 
Japanese Preparing Statement. 


{EXCLUSIVE 

WASHINGTON, July 
Reinsch, American Minister to 
China, was reported in official cir- 
cles today to have been summoned 
to Washington from Peking. It is 
understood that he is to report per- 
sonally on the Shantung and Sibert- 
an questions. 

It is also developed today that 
the Japanese government ig ex- 
pected to issue a statement in the 
near future covering the main fea- 
tures of the Shantung issue. The 
statement, as it is anticipated here, 
will not be a communication to the 
Chinese and Allied governments and 
the State Department, but a declara- 
tion which would serve as a refuta- 
tion of specific charges that have 


been made by certain Chinese and 


also by some American proponents 
of China and which are declared to 
misrepresent the intentions of the 
Japanese government. 


Such a pronouncement by the 
Japanese government, according f»> 
well founded anticipation here, 
would make the following points: 

Japan will restore, as soon 
as possible, the sovereignty of China 
in the leaseed territory of Kiao-chow.

PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 


President message to the 
Senate today accompanying the' 
Franco-American treaty follows: i 

Gentlemen of the Senate: 

TI take pleasure in laying before’ 
you a treaty with the repubitc of! 
France, the object of which is to! 
secure that republic of the immedi- 
ate aid of the United States of 
America in case of any unprovoked 
movement of aggression against her! 
on the part of Germany. I earnest- 
ly hope that the treaty will meet with 
your cordial approval and will re- 
eelve an early ratification at your 
hands, along with the treaty of peace 
with Germany. Now that you have 
had an opportunity to examine the 
Great document I presented to you 
two weeks ago. it seems opportune 
to lay before you this treaty which| 
fe meant to be in effect a part of it. 

Tt was signed on the same day'| 
of peace and is in- 
tended as a femporary supplement 
to it. It ie believed that the treaty 
of peace with Germany iteelf pro- 
vides udequate protection to France 
against aggression from her recent 
enemy on the East; but the years. 
immediately ahead of ue contain! 
many incalcluable possibilities. The 
covenant of the League of Nations 
“provides for military action for the 
protection of its members only upon 
advice of the Counct! of the league— 
afivice given, it is to be presumed, 
only upon deliberation and 
upen by each of the governments of 
the member States only if its own 
judgement justifies such action.

The object of the special treaty 
with France which I now submit to 
you is to provide for immediate , 
military aaeistance to France by the!

State Department is preparing to 


take prompt action in case the Mex- 
lean government attempts to trap 
American investors by inducing them 
to sign agreements which ultimately 
would result in the loss of their prop- 
erty to Mexico, it was learned today 
from an authoriative source, 

The statement that the depart- 
ment was awaiting “with interest”’ 
the publication of the plan under 
which the Mexican government an- 
nounced it would grant permits to 
foreign oil companies to drill wells 
on their own property, it ie said, was 
intended as a warning to Mexico not 
to attempt any trickery by which the 
Mexican government would try to 
effect confiscation of property. 

The association of producers of oil 
in Mexico has communicated to the 
State Department its determination 
not to sign any agreement that may 
vitiate its legal rights on the prom- 
ise of the Mexican government to 
grant temporary drilling permits, The 
members of this association also are 
waiting the text of the Carranza de-

League of Nations was praised in

“Article X, the heart of the league, 
has been more bitterly attacked per- 
haps than any other. This is an 
agreement to preserve and protect 
each other against external aggres- 
sion. We here depart, as is abso- 
lutely necessary, from the policy of 
exclusiveness. Article X will prevent 
the grabbing of territory by greedy 
nations. Almost all of the Wars in 
history have been wars of conquest. 
I for one believe that Article X will 
have more influence in the preven- 
tion of wars than any other article 
of the covenant. 
“If this league shall 
even one war, it will have 
humanity and civilization.” 
THOMAS I8 IN DOUBT. 
Expressing doubt as to the merits 
of the League of Nations, and point- 
ing out that either the league cove- 
nant or the “peace of force” with 
which it is linked, must in the end 
perish, Senator Thomas, Democrat, 
Colorado, told the Senate today he 
had reached no final decision as to 
the treaty.

“I am aware that we cannot re- 
turn to the old conditiong and ex- 
pect to avoid the old consequences.

am not yet prepared to paas final 
judgment upon its merits. 

UNWELCOME COMPANION. 

“But I have learned that a league 
for peace is the unwelcome compan- 
fon of a peace of force, Their ways 
are divergent, their objects antag- 
onistic, their details inconsistent. 
The league, inspired by unselfish 
and uplifting impulses, typifies peace 
and reconciliation. The treaty based 
upon passion and self-Mmterest, em- 
bodies suppression, reparation, in- 
demnities, partition, punishment. Its 
contending elements cannot c0-@x- 


“If I could write a cévenant for a 
league to enforce peace, I would 
confine it to the English-speaking 
nations and colonies of the world. 
If yes! cannot save the world it is 
past all redemption.” 

Senator Knox, Republican, Penn- 
syivania, challenged in the Senate 
today the statement of former Presi- 
dent Taft that Germany secured the 
Shantung concession because of the 
murder of Baron von Kettler, the 
German Minister to China, in the 
Boxer uprisings. 

“Shantung was leased to Germany 
in 1897 or 1898, three years before 
the Boxer troubles,” Senator Knox 
deciared, adding that the murder of 
two German missionaries by Chi- 
nese highwaymen was the basis for 
Germany's indemnity claims.

showed little inclination to subside 
and the list of dead and injured had 
grown steadily. 

At 5 o'clock tonight the official 
death list issued by the Coroner's 
office had reached twenty-seven, an 


increase of seventeen over last night, 
and 244 persons had been reported 
as having been injured. The latter 
figure was admitted incomplete and 
police officials thought it did not 
comprise half of those actually hurt 
in the fighting. 

The rapidity with which the list 
grew was illustrated by the five hours 
following noon, eighteen whites an4 
fourteen negroes being reported as 
injured in that interval. 

HOSPITAL ATTACKED. 

A mob of whites attacked the 
Provident Hospital. an institution for 
negroes, tonight and in the shooting 
that followed, one negro was prob- 
ably fatally wounded, two policemen, 
one white and about six other per- 
sons, were wounded. When the mob 
surrounded the hospital an attempt 
to enter the building was beaten off 
by policemen. 


leadership of a mun who is said to 
have rushed through the nearby 
streets firing a revolver. 

The hospital was caring for about 
seventy patients, about a score of 
them negro victims of riots. The 
Presence of policemen prevented a 
more serious riot. The patients were 
thrown into a serious condition, the 
hospital authoritics said. 

The riot at the hospital was pre- 
cipitated by another at State and 
Thirty-fifth streets where two white 
men and one negro were killed, and 
approximately thirty negroes wound- 
ed in a battle that followed a col- 
lision of an automobile and a patrol 
wagon. Several policemen were in- 
jured. Two white men were wound- 
ed in the same riot and were taken 
to the hospital where the mob fol- 
lowed. | 

ITALIANS ARE ENGAGED. 

The first clash’reported § tonight 
on the North Side took place at a 
building occupied by two negro fam- 
ilies. Itahians living in the neighbor- 
hood attacked the building. A dozen 
shots were fired and bricks were 
hurled through the windows. Two 
detectives attracted by the shots held 
the mob at bav until seventy-five 
policemen arrived armed with rifles. 
No one was.seriously hurt. 

A short time later at Miifon aven- 
ue and West Division street, a negro 
leaped from an alley and knocked a 
white man down, In a moment a 
crowd of Italians started for the as- 
sailant. who ran und escaped. The 
police arrested four Italians, two of 
themearmed with sawed-off shotguns 
and two with revolvers. 

Another negro was fired at re- 
peatedly while near his home on 
Larrabee street, also on the North 
Side. 

Italians also were participants in 
rioting on the West Side, according 
to the police. William Donelson, a 
negro, was attacked by a crowd at 
South Racine avenue and Taylor 
street, beaten and shot in the head 
and neck. He was taken to a hos- 
pital where it was said he might 
die. 

CONTINUE ON SOUTH SIDE. 


On the South Side fights continued 
in many localities, John Johnson, 
18-year-old, a negro, was stabbed, 
beaten and thrown into the river at 
Archer avenue and South Halstead 
street. He was rescued by the po- 
lice and taken to a hospital. . 
- Negroes at “Fifty-fourth and 
South State. streets dragged John 
Duffin, white, a florist, from his 
wagon and beat him so badly that 
he was taken to a hospital. 

At Root street and Wentworth 
avenue a negro was shot in the head 
and probably fatally wounde. 

Acting Chief of Police Alcock said 
he had approximately 1800 men in 
the black belt, thirty-five patrol 
wagons, one ambulance, thirty mo- 
torcycle men and a mounted squad. 


MILITARY MEN CONFER. 


It was regarded as significant that 
five colonels who saw service over- 
seas conferred with Gov. Lowden 
during the late afternoon. These 
were Milton J. Foreman, A. Bell 
Davis, Henry J. Reilly, John W. 
Clinnin and Henry A. Allen. The 
executive later said he could not 
divulge what had been discussed. It 
was learned also that Col. Joseph RB. 
Sanborn was on his way to Chicagu 
from Springfield to meet the Gov- 
ernor. The police were especially 
alert tonight when blacks gathered 
in automobiles. It had been re- 
ported that the attempt of a “flying 
squadron” last night to “clean up” 
on one section of whites would be 
renewed on a larger scale and that 
a score of cars had been procured 
for this purpose. 

Negro educators and religious 
leaders sent out appeal after appeal. 
for the blacks to go to their homes 


and keep the peace. The appeal 
fell on deaf ears. 
OFFICER IS SUSPENDED. 


Chief of Police Garrity today sus- 
pended “a policeman who was 
charged with failure to arrest a 
white yvouth who threw stone 
which etruck an unidentified negro 
youth. knocking him from a raft at 
the Twenty-ninth-street beach Sun- 
day afternoon. The negro was 
drowned and that incident has gen- 
erally been conceded as the start of 
the riots. 

More than 1200 negroes in the 
employ of the municipal government 
were sent to their homes today t» 
remain off duty until the rioting has 
ceased 


All street repair work was stopped 
today because about one-half of the 
employees are negroes. 

The department of public welfare 
closed nine playgrounds in neigh- 
borhoods where whites and negroes 
are the patrons. 

The police department received 
notice today from the provost mar- 
shal at the Great Lakes naval train- 
ing station that every effort was be- 
ing made to prevent sailors joining 
the race riots, and requested that all: 
sailors found on the streets be tak- 
en in custody and returned to the 
station. 

NEGROES THREATEN TORCH. 

The menace of fire was added to 
an already serious situation when 
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|Fire Marshal O'Connor reported that 


he had been informed negroes were 


Hundreds of whites followed the! 


threatening to apply the torch to 
homes of whites on the South Side. 

A repetition of the desperate 
fighting in the County Jail between 
white and negro prisoners during 
the day was made impossible by 
locking the blacks in their cells and 
placing a machine gun in position 
to rake both the cell doors and the 
entrance to the jail interior. 

The police cared for more than 
600 negroes employed in the loop 
district. They were assembled at 
the Central Police Station and held 
until routes for the trucks had been 
mapped out. 

The police held at the Central 
Station a score of negroes in whose 
possession weapons had been found. 
They came from al] parts of the city 
and yielded to the searchers, instru- 
ments ranging from automatic pis- 
tols to long knives. Most of them 
were chauffeurs or porters. Only 
one wags a discharged soldier. 


GOVERNOR ON SCENE. 


Governor Lowden interrupted a 
trip to Nebraska and hurriedly re- 
turned to Chicago, reaching the city 
early in the morning. WY¥th Adjt.- 
Gen. Dickson he was in full co-op- 
eration with the munictpal authori- 
ties and in constant touch with de- 
velopments. The adjutant-general 
believed the situation much improved 
today and said there had been a no- 
ticeable change in feeling since last 
night. 

“L want to see all the citizens of 
Chicago get thorough protection and 
a square dea! all around,” said Mayor 
Thompson, and his thought was 
echoed by the Governor. The Mayor 
said he wanted to appeal to all 
citizens to give their protection to 
their fellow citizens and to aid the 
authorities in restcring order. 

The Governor said he had no idea 
as to the responsibility for the out- 
break of violence and said he could 
vee no point in going into responsibil- 
ity at this time, ut that the pres- 
ent duty was to suppress disorder 
and uphold the law. It was neces- 
sary to keep cool heads and join in 
co-operating to prevent further viol- 
ence. 

IN DOWNTOWN DISTRICT. 


One unidentified negro was killed 
and two negroes were wounded at 
Wabash and Adame streets, the heart 
of the downtown district. in race 
rioting which was renewed shortly 
before 7 o'clock this morning. Dur- 
ing the two nights of rioting twen- 
tv-one persons were killed——thirteen 
whites and eight negroes. Hundre 
were wounded. 

Racial disorders spread to the 
North Side today, wherea number of 
negroes were chased and threatened. 
Very few negroes live on the North 
Side. 

Joseph Powers, white, a street car 
conductor, was shot and killed soon 
after daylight in the stockyards sec- 
tion. William Henderson, a negro, 
was arrested in connection with the 
killing. Powers’ death was the twen- 
ty-second in the rioting. 

RIOTERS NUMBER 200,000. 


A hundred thousand negroes and 
an equal number of whites either 
fought in the streets and alleys or 
cowered in their homes while shots 
rang out. Mounted policemen gal- 
loped along fhe boulevards, 
wagons dashed through the streets 
with prisoners and wounded, and 
women and children screamed as 
men fought with cudgels, knives and 
fists. 

When the rioting. which started 
Sunday night with the stoning 4o¢ 
drowning of a negrqg who had 
drifted on a raft into the water of 
a beach used by whites, broke out 
afresh last night, Mayor Thomp- 
son asked Gov. Lowden for troops. 
The Governor, who was on his way 
to Lincoln, Neb., turned back at 
Burlington and Acting Governor 
Oglesby gave Adjt.-Gen. Dickson or- 
ders to mobilize necessary soldiers. 
Ry midnight four regiments were 
in armories on the South Side, but 
by that time the police had cleared 
the streets and had begun coliect- 
ing the dead and injured and round- 
ing up looters. 

Back of the immediate cause of 
the rioting is the resentment the 
whites long had felt at the rapid in- 
flux of negroes who have spread 
over a larg® territory formerly con- 
stituting a fine residential quarter of 
the South Side. Property had de- 
creased in value and whites had 
emigrated to other parts of the city 
by thousands, but many others had 
clung to their homes while the 
streets and one of the large parks 
became thronged with negroes. 

Both parties to the contest, en- 
waged by stories of the cruelties of 
the other during Sunday 
melee, deliberately armed them- 
selves last night and went-out to 
stalk their prey. As soon as dark- 
ness fell, the fighting in various 
forms became fierce. 

FIRING SQUADS IN AUTOS. 

In some cases, negroes in auto- 
mobiles dashed through the streets, 
firing at any bevy of whites en- 
countered. in other cases, Caucas- 
jans attacked the buildings occupied 
by negroes, shooting through win- 
dows and doors, while the inmates 
fired back from barricades. Bands 
of both races marched through the 
streets and, meeting, fought battles 
that ccased only when the pavement 
was covered with dead and wounded, 


or ta mounted police had passed 
their horses through the mass. 
Men and women were dragged 


from street cars until the company 
stopped running the vehicies through 
the affected area. 

As the night wore on, lpoters and 
incendiaries appeared. Several 
houses were fired. and one was 
burned. A number of stores were 
broken open and sacked, while vand- 
als of both races broke and marred 
and besmirched the habitations of 
their opponents. 

WHITES. COME DOWNTOWN. 

Toward daylight a number of white 


rioters invaded the downtown quar- 
ter, beat negroes found on the street 
and dragged cowering -porters from 
all-night restaurants and hotels to 
cee streets, flogging them unmerci- 
ully, 

The various affrays owed their 
initiative about equally to the two 
races, although the Caucasians 
seemed tobe the prime aggressors. 
Most of the white § rioters were 
youths. 

The police devoted much of their 
activity to clearing the streets of 
negroes, and many. of the fatalities 
resulted from the recalcitrancy of 
the negroes against the order to dis- 
perse. In one crowd at @hirty-fifth 
and State streets, former Ald- 
erman De Priest, a negro, was with 
a crowd of negroer ordered to scat- 
ter. Thev refused despite the plead- 
ing of De Priest and two negro po- 
lice sergeants, and the offcers fired 
intg the assembly, killing four and 
barely missing the former alder- 
man. 

ATTRIBUTED TO “NEW” NEGRO 


A police captain in the black belt 
ascribed the trouble to the hood- 
lumism of negroes who came to Chi- 
cago during the last few years to 


make up the shortage in labor 
caused by the war. He said his ex- 
perience showed that the older 


negro residents refrained from such 
clashes, having become accustomed 
to the freedom allowed the negroes 
without turning into license. 

As the night wore on. hospitals in 
the region became filled and doc-

Some of the most serious rioting 
of the day occurred in the Cook 
County Jail when 100 negro pris- 
oners, exercising outside their cells, 
overpowered a negro guard and 
raced into the exercise-room of .the 
white prisoners. There were be- 
tween 600 and 700 white prisoners 
in the room, There was an instant 
clash. 

The regular force of guards was 
unabie to control the prisoners and 
locket the doors and appealed for 
aid. The prisoners fought for an 
hour before they were beaten into 
submission with clubs. Several of 
the negro prisoners, it was reported, 
carried knives and a number of 
white prisoners are said to have 
been seriously wounded. 

There were two dangerous flare- 
ups as far south as Fifty-first and 
State streets, and three vicious fights 
took place in the downtown district 
on Wabash avenue in broad day- 
light. 

OFFICIALS ISSUE APPEALS. 


Both Mayor Thompson and Gov. 
Lowden issued appeals to all citi- 
sens to aid the authorities in restor- 
ing peace, the Governor saying in a 
noon statement: 

“I can not see who is responsible 
for this situation. It is here. if 
we vill all keep our heads and co- 
operate we will handle this situa- 
tion as a large majority of the peo- 
ple stand for law and order.” | 

A special meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was hurriedly summoned. 

There was a possibility that the 
Council might pass some sort of or- 
der against all public gatherings. An- 
ticipating such action a mass meet- 
ing at which Albert J. .

ST. LOUIS FEARS TROUBLE.

ST. LOUIS .(Mo.) July 29.—In 
fear of racial trouble leading S5t. 
Louis pawnbrokers have reached an 
agreement not to sell firearms to 
negroes, it was announced today by 
George Korn, president of the Korn 
loan and Mercantile Company. 

It was learned today that a num- 
ber of negroes had visited pawn- 
shops and priced rifies within the 
past few days, but that none had 
been permitted to purchase. ; 

At a pawnshop at Twentieth and 
Market streets, it was said twelve 
negroes had made inquiries about 
firearms during the morning and 
that at least six visited the place 
for the same purpose yesterday. 


HUN WORKERS BLAMED 
FOR WORK IN THE WAR. 


TAKEN TO TASK AT GATHERING 
OF INTERNATIONAL TRADES 
UNION CONGRESS. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS. | 

AMSTERDAM, Saturday, July 26. 
—The preliminary . gathering today 
of the International Tradea Union 
congress developed a series of ac- 
cusations by Belgian, American, 
English and French delegates against 
the German workers for their con- 
duct during the war. This led to 
sharp incriminations by both sides. 

Today's meeting had the purpose 
of clearing up the affairs of old 
Trades Union Internationale and 
making preparations for a new or- 
ganization. Before the discussion 
opened the Belgians declared that 
they had a mandate to state the 
grievances of Belgian workers. M. 
Mertens then delivered his indict- 
ment, declaring that the German 


trades unionists had not protested 
against their military authorities de- 
porting Belgians. 

Carl Rudolph Legien, president of 
the German Federation of Trades 
Unions in reply, defended the entire 
policy of the German trades union- 
lasts which he said had been abso- 
lutely correct, declaring posi- 
tion prevented their protesting § to 
the government. Moreover, Legien 
added, that they all the time were 
under the impression that they were 
fighting a defensive war. 

“We did what we thought was 
right to help the Belgian workers,” 
Legien continued. “Instead of pro- 
testing publiciy. we tried to retain 
the influence of the government and 
effect ameliorations.”’ 


HALTING APOLOGY. 
The impression seemed to prevail 


among the delegates that Legien's 
statement constituted ai halting 
apology. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, fol- 
lowed Legien. He recalled that 
Legien, in the course of a speech, 
had defended the sinking of the 
Lusitania. Gompers told the Ger- 
mans that they owed an apology 
for their actiong during the war, not 
only to Belgium, but the whole in- 
ternational organization of workers. 

Gompers brought to light a com- 
munication he sent to Legien be- 
fore America entered the war, in 
which he endeavored to persuade the 
Germans to protest against the Lusi- 
tania incident. This was contained 
in a letter carried by-.Count Von 
Bernstorff, German Ambassador to 
the .United States, when Bernstorff 
was recalled. lLegien denied hav- 
ing received the letter. |. 

EXPLANATORY RESOLUTION. 

Sassenbach, a German Socialist, 
handed in a resolution containing a 
statement in explanation of the Ger- 
man workers’ attitude during and 
since the war. The gist of the Sas- 
senbach resolution follows: 

“The German trades unions al- 
ways recognized that Germany act- 
ed wrongly in Belgium and always 
condemned atrocities committed; the 
German occupation of Belgian and 
the deportation of Belgians were not 
done with the consent of the Ger- 
man workers, who, as far as possible 
during the war, fought against it. 
The attitude of the German workers 
at the outbreak and during the war 
was dictated by the position of Ger- 
many. It was their conviction that 
Germany was fighting a defensive 
war, which was the opinion of all 
Germans, including the leaders of 
the Independent Socialiste.”’ 

The German Socialists had always 
been opponents of war and arma- 
ments and never save assent to the 
government's impertaliem. If, the

Congressional Committee Told 
_ of Many Instances, 


“Hard-Boiled” Smith Says 
Other Camps Wors 


Col. Donaldson Lays Chief 
Blame on Gen. Harts. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

NEW YORK, July 29.—Scores of 
instances of brutal treatment of 
American soldiers in the prison 
camps of France, deacribed in some 


cases as amounting to a system of 
torture, responsibility for Which 
was placed by the witnesses on high 
army officers, were related today be- 
fore the Congressional subcommit- 
tee which ia investigating the dis- 
ciplinary systems of the American 
Expeditionary Forces. 

The committee, consisting of Rep- 
resentative Royal €. Johnson of 
South Dakota and Representative Us- 
ear E. Bland of Indiana, met in the 
disciplinary barracks on Governors’ 
Island. 

The men “higher up” who were 
directly charged by witnesses with 
responsibility for the prison condi- 
ditions include Brig.-Gen. W. W. 
Harts, former commander of the 
American troops in the Paris 4dis- 
trict; Maj.-Gen. Frederick Smith 
Strong of the Fortieth Division, Col. 
Edgar Grinstead, commander of the 
One Hundred and Fifty-eighth ‘n- 
fantry, and Col. 8. J. Maul of the 
field artillery. A number of cap- 
tains and Weutenants also were 
named as having taken an actual 
part in the brutal treatment of the 
prisoners. 

At the closing of the hearing Rep- 
resentative Johnson announced that 
all cases in which charges were 
made would be placed before the 
inspector-general of the American 
army and every effort made to bring 
the guilty men to punishment. | 

“From the evidence before the 
committee.” said Mr. Johnson, “it 
seems clear to us that while ser- 
geants and lieutenants were pun- 
ished, they were merely the scape- 
jgoats of higher officers. We want to 
discover who were the men ‘higher 
up’ and we will do everything in our 
pewer to see that they are breught 
to trial. It ie apparent that this was 
not a case of brutality in an individ- 
ual prison, but that similar conditions 
existed in practically all the ‘Prisons 
of France.” 

DONALDSON CHIEF WITNESS. 
The principal witness today was 
Col. T. Q@. Donaldson of the inspec- 
tor-general’s department, who made, 
an Official investigation of the prisons 
after the firet charges of brutality 
were made public. Col. Donaldsoa 
admitted that responsibility for the 
conditions in the Paris prisons must 
be laid to Gen. Harts. He was then 
questioned sharply as to the reasons 
why Col. Grinstead, who had been 
in charge of farm No. 2, had never 
been brought to trial, although Col. 
Denaldson, in his report, had rec- 
ommended his court-martial for 
neglect of duty. 

“Is it possible,” asked Mr. Bland, 
“that high officers took the posi- 
tion that they would not convict a 
man of the rank of colonel?” 

“Oh, no.” 

“And that they had a good goat 
in the person of ‘Hard-Boiled’ 
Smith?” . 

*“T have nothing to say about that.”’ 
“Do you know of any reason,” per- 
sisted Mr. Bland, “why Col. Grin- 
stead should not have been brought 
to trial?’ 

“I suppose the superior officers 
had some good reason,” replied the 
witness. 

“It is a serious reflection on the 
A.E.F.,” commented Mr. Bland. “If 
a° sentry goes to sleep on duty he 
is shot, but ff an officer goes to sleep 
on duty and hundreds of boys «are 
beaten UP, he is given an honorable 
discharge.” 

Mr. Bland then asked the witness 
if the fact that Col. Grinstead came 
from Phoenix, Ariz., that “Hard- 
Boiled” Smith came from the same 
town and that the two were intimate 
did not suggest that S h had been 
willing to take the bla for things 
he might have passed up to his su- 
perior. 

“It would look that 
plied Col. Donaldson. 
Lieut. F. H. “Hardboiled” Smith. 
who was in direct: command of 
Farm No. 2, admitted on the stand 
that “terrible  brutalities’’ were 
practiced in the French prison 
camps, but insisted that his camp 
was a “pleasure resort’’ compared 
to the others. He said he had not 
long to live and wanted to teil the 
truth while he was alive. 
SENTENCED TO THREE YEARS. 
Smith was sentenced to three 
years’ imprisonment on charges of 
beating prisoners and stealing their 
property. His sentence was re- 
duced to eighteen months and when 
Col, Donaldson was on the stand 
he was asked to explain this reduc- 
tion, but could give no reason for 


way,” re- 


Smith's reference to his ex- 
pected death was interpreted by the 
prison doctor as an indication of 
his belief that some of the prisoners 
would attempt his life. The doctor 
said that as far as he knew the man 
was In perfect health. 

Smith. in his testimony, had as- 
serted he had been told by Col | 
Grinstead that Gen. Strong had or- 
dered prisoners to be treated with 
the most “ruthless severity.” He 
had said it was his understanding 
“that these men were to be treated 
in such a way that they never would 
come back to Paris or pass through 
these farms again.” 

The description by Smith of 
Farm Ne. 2 as a “pleasure resort” 
was flatly contradicted by Serst. 
Clarence E. Ball, formerly the 
lieutenant’s subordinate at the 
prison and now serving six months 
on charges of brutality. Serat. 
Ball swore that he and other ser- 
feants had been forced to beat 
scores of prisoners on the direct or- 
ders of Smith, and frequently in his 
presence: 

The sergeant was asked what in- 
structions were s%en by Smith 
when he was. meade prison sergeant. 
“I was ordered to beat the men: 
to treat them rough.” 

“How many men did you beat 
up?" 

“I could not say.’

Ryszelewski, who speaks English, 
French, Polish and Russian, got in- 
to some trouble cver gambling and 
was scntenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment, He escaped and joined 
the Polish army in France, was 
gassed, wounded, decorated with the 

Croix de Guerre for gallantry and 
ae a commissicn. Finally he was 
identified by the American army au- 
thorities and claimed by them as a 
fugitive. He was sent to the stock- 
ade prison at Gievres where he as- 
serted a “veritable reign of terror’ 
existed. 

“Tl saw men tortured to make them 
give evidence against their com- 
rades,"’ he said. “They were hand- 
cuffed and chained to the walls and 
then beaten senseless with black- 
jacks by sergeants.” 

BEATEN UNCONSCIOUS. 


Ryszelewski described one case of 
a colored soldier who was caught 
entering the kitchen at night to try 
and get some food. The “negro 
wax beaten unconscious with black- 
jacks by three sergeants. Afterward 
he was put in solitary confinement 
where his hair was burned off his 
head and was flogged on the soles 
of the feet with sticks to try and 
make him tell the name of a sup- 
posed accomplice. 

Ryszelewski also. described 4a 
punishment inflicted on other men, 
who he said were first handcuffed 
and then seated with their hands on 
their knees and a stick passed under 
the hocks. They were put in the 
court yard and fed on bread and 
water. Other men were taken out 
of their cells at midnight in the 
middle of the winter and scrubbed 


with mud, he asserted, for the 
“crime” of emoking. 


After he had been in this prison 
some weeks, Col. Maul was ap- 
pointed commandant, as the men 
understood, a reformer. Ryszelewski 
said Col. Mau! addressed the men on 
his arrival and promised them that 
“if a man did right’ he would be 
treated well. 

On the strength of this promise, 
Ryszelewski wrote an article 
describing conditions which he en- 
titled “the school for Bolshevism” 
and handed it to the commandant 
He said that the next day he was 
brought before him and sentenced 
to three months’ solitary confine- 
ment, for one month of which he

STRONG DENIES SEVERITY.

PHOENIX, July 29.—‘Gen. Strong

Grinstead, todas commenting on 


Frank H. Smith be- 
fore the Congressional committee in- 
vestigating con Jitions of army prison 
farms in France. 

Continuing, in a formal statemen:, 
Col. Grinstead said: 

"Gen. Strong told me before I 
went to Chelles that the disciplinary 
problem there was a difficult one and 


times strictest discipline. 

“Lieut. Smith had a most difficult 
task, arising from congestion that we 
were not able to relieve for some 
time and I do not think that he used 
more severe means than were neces- 
sary to‘control the prisoners. I do 
not. think prisoners at the farm 
Smith commanded ever were beaten. 
“We were getting over 100 de- 
serters or other absentees from the 
Anrerican army in France every day 
and they were a hard lot to han- 
die.” 

Asked whether he had any orders 
from any source that men were to 
be treated so “they would never come 
back to Paris or never pass through 
the farms again.’ as was charged 
‘Smith, Col. Grinstead said: “I didn’t 
have any of that kind of orders and 
I didn’t give any of that kind of 
orders.” 

Col. Grinstead said he believed 
Smith has been misquoted in regard 
to any orders that “ruthless severity” 
was to be employed at the farm. 
Regarding statements that prison- 
ers had “slept in tle mud on.straw,” 
Col. Grinstead said these conditions 
arose from “general conditions 
through the district,” and “prisoners 
in that regard were not treated dif- 
ferently from other soldiers.”

Edward A. Moxley was denied.a 
divorce from Iva Moxley yesterday 
by Judge Shenk, when it was shown 
that the wife was perfectly willing 
that the husband be given a divorce.

Mr. Griffith denied Ireland economi- 
cally is dependent on England. 
“England is Ireland’s best cus- 
tomer, but Ireland also is England's 
best customer next to America.” 
Mr. Griffith produced figures 
showing that for 1914-—the last nor- 
mal trade vear—Great Britain’s ex- 
ports to the United States were 
$865,000,000, and those to Iréland 
$675,000,000 and to Franee and Ger- 
many combined only $675,000,000. 


“NOT A POOR COUNTRY.” 


» “This country is not a poor coun- 
try, but actually and potentially one 
of the richest countries of Europe. 
Therefore, the English commercial 
policy is to keep it from develop- 
ment. At first this was pursued by 
direct legislation for centuries, and 
indirectly since.” 

I pressed for specific instances. 
Mr. Griffith quoted British legisla- 
tion of 1820, 1830, 1840 to 1850, etc. 
The most modern instances of the 
alleged opposition of English trad- 
ers was the establishment of the 
Ford factory at Cork which, how- 
ever, was established and through 
the effort of Arthur Chamberlain 
was founded a great explosives 
business at Arklow. I put the di- 
rect question: “Would you accept 
the dominion scheme as an install- 
ment of justice and work for it, if 
convinced the offer was in good 
faith?” His reply was as follows: 

“If England set up tomorrow a 
convention In Ireland, freely elected 
by the whole people of Ireland and 
agreed to accept any decision as 
to the government of Ireland that 
the majority of that convention 
came to, that would be a genuine 
action on her part, but she will never 
do it, and has not the slightest in- 
tention of doing it.” | 
“NEVER CAN CONQUER US.” 

“What, then will be the result?” 
T asked. 

“They have tried to conquer us 
for 700 years and have not succeed- 
ed. They never can conquer us.” 

“But they have held you down?” 
I queried. 

“They cannot keep on holding us 
down forever. All we ask of Amer- 
ica is that the principle applied to 
Poland and Bohemia be applied to 
us, and as we have suffered vastly 
more than these countries, we should 
be the ‘first country in Europe to 
which the principles should be ap- 
plied. We say also that America 
won the war, and had not America 
intervened, the British empire would 
be at an end. America saved the 
British empire because she was as- 
sured by her President that the mil- 
itary power of no nation can be al- 
lowed to rule the destinies of another 
nation. We thoroughly agree with 
that principle, and all we request is 
that as America won the war on 
that principle it be applied in our 


VISITS MT. JOY PRISON. 
This afternoon I visited the fa- 
mous, or notorious, Mt. Joy prison, 
where political offenders against 
British rule in Ireland are confined 
in an effort to find out whether the 
stories of brutal treatment of pris- 
oners so widely circulated have any 
foundaton in fact. I am not here con- 
cerned with a discussion just yet 
of the sentence of from six months 
to two years for seditious speeches, 
circulation of seditious literature, 
and similar offenses. That is a maty 
ter of governmental! policy, but 
am concerned with describing the 
treatment of prisoners after succeed- 
ing in breaking into the jail. 

I think it will be contended that 
no.one expects a jail to be a bed of 
roses, but if I had my choice of all 
the jails I am familiar with I would 
choose Mt. Joy. It is an _enjirely mod- 
ern building. The cells are large and 
airy, every one with a window open- 
ing to the outer air. It is scrupu- 
lously clean, except in the quarters 
of the political prisoners—and I will 
explain that later. The workshops 
for indoor work are large, airy, 
and well equipped. There are. ex- 
tensive gardens for those who pre- 
fer to work outdoors, plenty of room 
for exercise, and, as prisons se, a 
model to the world. 

IMMEDIATELY SHOWN. 

I arrived unheralded with an or- 


der to Gov. Munroe, who did not 
know I was coming, to let me see 
everything I wanted, and I was im- 
mediately conducted around the 
prison. I met a large group of polit- 
ical prisoners coming down | from 
their cells for exercise. They were 
chatting with each other, some 
whistling, some smoking, and keep- 
ing no semblance to an orderly 
march, not to speak of the lockstep. 
A little later I saw them playing 
rounders in what has been described 
as an animal cage, but which is a 
large railed tnhclosure with a locked 
gate, the object being to economize 


the men were allowed to exercise 
any play in the open yard. Apart 
from deprivation of liberty, it con- 
stitutes no hardship. 

GINNELL IN THE CAGE. 
Also I saw Lawrence Ginnell, a 
member for many years of the Eng- 
lish Parliament, exercising in the 
cage by himself. Mr. Ginnell was 
serving six months for seditious 
speeches and he informed me he pre- 
fers to exercise alone, as he is un- 
able to hold his own with the other 
politicians, who nearly all are very 
young men. 
Also I sampled the food, which 
is good and seemed to be plentiful. 
The bread especially, of which com- 
plaint has been made, is much bet- 
ter than the bread I have been eat- 
ing for months in London and pay- 
g00d money for. 
Gov. Munroe told methat the po- 
litical prisoners are entitled to many 
privileges. They wear their own 
clothes, as I saw. They are allowed 
to exercise, play, and talk freely 
together, which I also saw. They 
may be in the open air from 10 to 12 
o'clock of mornings and from 2:36 
to 5 in the afternoon, while the or- 
dinary prisdbners are allowed only 
two hours of exercise daily and may 
not speak to each other. 


: HAVE OWN FOOD. 

The politicals also are allowed to 
have their own food sent in, and, if 
they desire, their own books and pa- 
pers, except seditious 


They may write and receive 
letters every day and have two visits

There now are seventeen receiv, 
ing political treatment at Mountjoy 
and thirteen others who claim the 
right to political treatment, but who 


are not getting it. Gov. Munroe ex- 
Plained that political privileges are 
conceded only to those cullty of of- 
fenses hot criminal in themselves, 
such as seditious speech and writ- 
ing, but it is not conceded to those 
guilty of deeds, ordinarily 
even if inspired by a political mo- 
tive. In such categories fall as- 
sault, murder, etc., but even in cases 
of what I may call semipolitical na- 
ture the discipline is notably re- 
laxed. I saw a number of semi- 
politicals talking together in the 
exercise yard, and they scattered in 
a perfunctory way when the gov- 
ernor appeared. He told me he 
never punished unless for a most 
flagrant violation of disciptine. 

I am not concerned here with the 
motive for good treatment of the 
politicals and semipoliticals.

British nationals are alive to the fact 
that production—production scat- 
tered all over the world-—will be the 
dominating factor from now on and 
it is their plan to secure concessions 
or other rights covering these prob- 
able and poagible oil producing areas. 

“Unless Americans are encouraged 
to go abroad, future oi] production 
will all be in the hands of British 
nationals within the next very few 
years. No greater or more lasting 
and far-reaching service can be 
rendered to this country at the pres- 
ent time than securing for American 
citizens their righiful participation in 
the development of all the world’s 
resources of petroleum. 

“Mr. Manning answers categorical- 
lv the several questions submitted to 
him which bears cul his preliminary 
statement which T have just quoted 
in substance. Great Britein is the 
principal factor in this new scheme 
of world conquest. She has created 
a permanent aevernmental petroleum 
depaltment, to grant permits in the 
British empire and to assist Brit- 
ish oil pdoducing companies in secur- 
‘ing coneessions in other countries. 
Throughout the British empire she 
debars foreigners or foreign nation- 
als from owning or operating oil 
producing properties. 

BRITAIN IN CALIFORNIA. 

“What I learned in California 
was that companies and corpora- 
tions were organized under the laws, 
which were, in fact, British com- 
panies to acquire large areas in the 
Coalinga and other districts. The 
Royal Dutch Shell Company is the 
pioneering British agency and it is 
suspected that it is owned by a 
majority of shares by certainly Brit- 
ish nationals and more than likely by 
the British government itself. “The 
Shell Company of California’ had a 
production of 6,867,000 barrels in 
1917, which is Just about double its 
production in 1815. This suggests 
to us’ the duty of exercising some 
eontrol over oll production as 4 
governmental function, the encour- 
agement of our n@tionals in the 
field of exploration at home and 
abroad, and retaliation, by prompt- 
ly debarring foreigners from acquir- 
ing oil properties in the United 
States. 

MANNING GIVES ANSWER. 

In answer to my question looking 
for a remedy, Mr. Manning replies 
as follows: 

* ‘Question: What should be 
done to protect and encourage the 
American operator in hig effort to 
wet a fdir share of the oil of the 
world for this country?’ 

“Answer: (a) The government 
of the United States should adopt a 
continuous, zealous and effective 
policy of protecting the rights, prop- 
érties and lives of American nation- 
als and citizens operating in other 
countries. 

“Fundamentally this policy ig not 
altogether new. The Department 
of State has, on more than one oc- 
ecasion, made effective representa- 
tions to other governments relative 
to property rights of citizens of the 
United States. 

“(b) The fixed intent of the gov- 
ernment to follow this policy (a) 
should be known toe our own citizens 
and to foreign governments. 

“This alone will do much to én- 
courage and give assurance to 
American nationals to go abroad for 


production, and to protect their 
rights and investments in foreign 
countries. - 

“(c) The acquisition, ownership, 


and operation of of] producing prop- 
erties should be placed upon some 
hasis of reciprocity—international- 
ly Hence— 

“(1.) Representations should be 


| made to these governments, which 


at present discriminate against or 
forbid the participation of American 
nationals within their boundaries or 
possessions on an equal footing with 
their own citizens, to remove these 
restrictions and if the endeavor 
fafla, 

“(2.) Companies 
controlled in countries in, which 
American companies are not per- 
mitted to acquire, own or operate oil 
producing properties, should be pro- 
hibited from acquiring, owning, or 
operating such properties in the 
United States or its possessions. It 
is believed that this iast policy 
should be adopted only after failure 
of all ready means for securing 
equal participation by American na- 
tionals in the countries in question. 
Such a policy affords a precedent or 
justification to the less advanced 
countries, such as Mexico, which are 
neither able to develop theif own 
natural resources nor to participate 
in tthe development of ours, to dis- 
oriminals against, to keep out, or 
to harrass American nationals. 
AMERICA SHOULD CONTROL 

"(d4.) The control of American 
oil companies should be prevented 
from passing into foreign hands. 

‘This is of immediate importance. 
- “¢e.) Tt should be made possible 
for American tank steamers to 
compete on val terms with for- 
eign-owned tankers 
Positive stipulation should 
be made that, In any protectorate 
or mandatory sphere resuiting from

| HOME CANNING HINTS. | 


Directions and Suggestions that Should 
Insure Success, : 


full canning. Absolute cleanliness 
and the best materials procurable 
are the most important essentials. 
Vegetables can be canned as perfect- 
ly and as easily as fruits, but they 
must be as fresh from the garden 
as possible. Wiilted or long-picked 
vegetables are not worth canning 
for they will develop a flat taste and 
a disagreeable odor. Corn and beans 
should be canned as soon as pos- 
sible after gathering as their pods 
and husks absorb their flavor. 
COLD PACK METHOD. 

In canning both fruits and vege- 
tables, the ‘‘cold pack” method is 
generally accepted as the most satis- 
factory. A trip through the house- 
hold departments of the Los Angeles 
stores reveals many tested devices 
to make canning easier, each ex- 
cellent in its way, but the same re- 
sults can be procured—with more 
labor to be sure—by utilizing a com- 
mon wash boiler provided with an 
extra bottom. There are many va- 
rieties of wooden racks for this on 
the market, but in the absence of 
any of these strips of wood laid 
across the bottom so that the jars 
will not touch each other or the bot- 
tom of the boiler will answer the 
purpose. If you are canning only 
one or two jars at a time, a large 
kettle will answer the purpose. 
IMPORTANT STEPS. 


1.) Blanch in boiling water to 
shrink and sterilize. 

(2.) ‘Cold dip quickly. 

(3.) Pack at once in clean Jars. 

(4.) Add boiling syrup or water. 

(6.) Place rubbers and partially. 

(6.) Put on rack In cooker or 
‘wash boiler. 

(7.) Sterilize. 

(8.) Tighten covers. 

(9.) Invert and cool.

abs used, wrap green vegetables to 
prevent bleaching. 
| Glass is the most satisfactory jar 
to use in canning. Not only will 
a glass jar last indefinitely with a 
little care, but tin is more or less 
soluble in the acids or juices of the 
fruits and vegetables. While there 
are many kinds of jars on the mar- 
ket, the preference should be given 
to those with the wide mouths. It 
is well to use different sizes, quarts, 
pints, and a few half pints and two- 
quart sizes. 
PERFECT CLEANLINESS. 

Be certain that the jars are abso- 
lutely clean. Even if they were clean 
when put away, sterilize them afresh 
before beginning. The best way to 
do this is to put cans and covers 
into a kettle of cold water and bring 
gradually to the boiling point. Then 
boil for a quarter of an hour. Leave 
the cans in this hot bath until 
ready to use, then take out one at 
a time and fill. Be sure tops and 
cans are a perfect fit and that the 
can rubbers are new. It pays to 
buy the heavy rubbers instead of the 
cheap thin kind, and it is much bet- 
ter to buy new rubbers each year 
than have a can of fruit spoil be- 
cause of a defective rubber. 

CANNED STRING BEANS. 

If possible, can string beans with- 
in five or six hours after they are 
picked. If from your own garden, 

can them within the hour. String 


and grade them to uniform size.

CANNED BEPXTS.

Pack in jars whole, add boiling wa- 
ter and one teaspoonful of salt, fix 
rubbers and partially screw down 
tops. Sterilize an hour and a half 
in bofling water 

USING WRONG UTENSILS. 

In blanching vegetables or cooking 
fruits before canning, never use iron 
or tin utensils since the acid of the 
fruit attacks these metals and a bad 
color and taste may result. Cook all! 
fruits and vegetables in granite or 
enameled kettles. Silver or wooden 
spoons should be used for the same 
reason. 


SAVE YOUR BOTTLES. 


Be sure to save all your bottles, 
especially the wide-necked ones, for 
putting up fruits, preserves, jellies 
and fruit juices. Prices of glass of 
all kinds are higher then ever and 
old bottles, sterilized perfectly, 
sealed with corks and paraffin make 
good containers. Ordinary smali- 
necked bottles are excellent for 
packing fruit juices. Also as sub- 
stitutes for glass there are the new 
Paper jelly cups, made in all sizes 
from two ounces up to sixteen, are 
perfectly sanitary, have covers which 
snap in and are air tight, can have 
coating of paraffin as an extra pre- 
caution and are quite inexpensive. 
One Los Angeles family makes ex- 
cellent use of these by taking a car 
ton or two of them to their sum- 
mer home. There where logan- 
berries and raspberries are plentiful, 
they make delicious jams which are 
easily transported back to the city in 
the fall. Where there are a few 
berries left over after a meal they 
are turned into jam and the small 
quantity placed in one of these pa- 
per containers. It is quickly done 
and it is surprising what an ac- 
cumulation of goodies can be ac- 
quired.

In the covenant drafted by Gen. Otis there is none of the reticence of the Parie covenant concerning the freedom 

of the seas. Great Britain's magnificent and apparently irresistible navy gave to that country, in the balances which 

he wielded, no vested right to dominion over the high seas. He clothed the alliance with power to control alike the 

air and the sea, holding that its special providence should be to enacting and enforcing international laws for the con- 

trol of all parts of the globe now belonging to no nation.

President Wilson has said that the Peace Covenant is not as the American commission would have written it.

If Sec. XXII of the covenant prepared by Gen. Otis had been written into the Paris covenant there would have 
been no argument before Congress concerning a stipulation by the Senate that the supreme council of the league should 
have no jurisdiction over the internal legislation of any country, especially in regard to tariffs and restrictive immigra- 
tion laws. The General expressly provided that there should be no intervention in purely domestic questions unless 
they became so serious as to threaten the peace of the world.

Grading Tests Show Unusual 
Health Conditions. 


Inspection Cost is Less than 
Four Cents Per Capita. 


Government, State and City 
Experts do Rating. 


Comparing favorably with the 
winter months’ rating, when the 
supply of feed and other conditions 
are better than during the summer, 
the results in the Department of 
Health's milk-grading contest for 
the last four months were announced 
yesterday.. 

Though some complain that the 
cost of this inspection is an unneces- 
sary burden on the city, health offi- 
declared yesterday that the 
per capita cost averages less than 4 
cents a year. 

Regarding the gradings, the fol- 


A Pasteurized milk, 
which comprises the largest part of 
the milk consumed, averages over 90 
per cent., and the raw milk, which 
is about 16 per cent. of our total 
supply, averages nearly 90 per cent. 
These contests give the public an 
accurate index to the kind of milk 
they are receiving, and if the dairy- 
man from whom you are receiving 
your milk scores high, that is, 90 
or better, you can rest assured that: 
his milk is not lacking In any essen- 
tial quality. Samples for these con- 
tests are taken at random at ir- 
regular intervals, and are a fair av- 
erage of the products of the various 
distributors. Not only do the judges 
examine this milk for bacteria, 
flavor, odor and food contents, but 
every particle of sediment is count- 
ed and scored against the milk. 
“At that last contest the judging 
was done by C. F. Hoyt, market mil! 
specialist of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture; Dr. J. G. 
Jackley of the California Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and E. H. Mil- 
ler, City Chemist of Los Angeles.

Dr. Blackmar. gave a historical 
resume of the old immigration and 
the new.

“There is a well established tradi- 
tion, so deep seated that it has been 
incorporated into the genius or spirit 
of American national life, that 
America is the home of the op- 
pressed of every land; that a stand-} 
ing invitation is issued to every per- 
son suffering with religious, politi- 
cal, economic or military oppres- 
sion to come to the United States, 
move in, and take possession. 

“As long as we had plenty of free 
land and unlimited resources to de- 
velop, such. invitation needed no 
qualification. Populations could be 
absorbed slowly without any anxiety 
—e the welfare of our peo- 
ple. 

CHARACTER CHANGED.

WAR BEER MEN 
CEASE TO SELL. 


Will Await Court Decision on 
Gandier Ordinance, 


Police Board Backs Home in 


Continuing Arrests. 


Liquor Men Get Chief Cited 


on Contempt Charge. 


No more 2.75 per cent. beer will 
be sold by local liquor dealers un- 
til Friday afternoon when Superior 
Judge Grant Jackson is expected to 
give a decision as to whether the 
Gandier ordinance is still in effect 
or whether it became void follow- 
ing the adoption of national prohibi- 
tion. 


This decision was reached late yes- 
terday afternoon following a confer- 
ence between Chief of Police Home, 
the Police Commission, the liquor 
dealers and their attorneys, when 
the entire matter of arrests and 
pending litigation was threshed out. 
The conference was held at the re- 
quest of the liquor men, and it is un- 
derstood the commission backed 
Chief Home up in his policy of ar- 
resting all proprietors who attempt 
to sell beer or light wines. 

In a statement last night Chief 
Home stated that he had not reced- 
ed from his stand that the sale of 
beer is illegal. He said that when 
the liquor men realized that the con- 
tinued sale of beer would mean con- 
tinued arrests, the confiscation of 
their stock and the piling up of bail 
money they decided to await the de- 
cision of the Superior Courts. 


CONTEMPT ALLEGED.
